N ere foloweth in this booke ſome certayne ar- 
ticles of the holy miniſterie, and of the offices 
of the Church, fully agreed vpon by Matthew 
Archbyſhoppe of Caunterburie, Primate of all 
England, and Metropolitane,and all other By- 
ſhops ofthe ſameProuince, which werepart- 
ly preſent in perſon, and partly ſubſcribed by 
the handes of their Proctors, in a Synode be- 
onne at London in the Churche of S. Paule 
e thirde day of Aprill. 1571. ö 
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d moſt nedefull. 
And pzincipally they ſhall exhoꝛte their peo- 
ple to the readyng, e hearing of the holy ſcrip⸗ 
tures, and that they come together in times ap- 
poynted, euery man to his owne Church, and 
that they geue eare diligently to the pꝛeachers 
of the Goſpel, and that both they doe heare re⸗ 
uerentip the godly pꝛapers, which ſhall be ſpo- 
ken by the miniſter, and alſo pꝛape themſelnes 
with hynt, and that they bee partakers ofthe 
heauenly „„ be now godiy 92- 
ES. J. 7 
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4 Of Biſhoppes. 
deined and lavofully in our churches by the au⸗ 
thoꝛitie and commaundemente of the whole 
Kealme. 
. Euery Byſhop bekoꝛe the fy2ſt day of Sep- 
tember next; ſhall call vnto hym the publique 
pꝛeachers, ſuch as ſhall be in his ovone dioceſſe, 
and ſhall require agayne of them, their licences 
of pꝛeaching, which they haue ſigned with any 
autenticall ſeale, which they ſhall reteyne with 
themſelues, oꝛ els aboliſh. After pꝛudent choiſe 
made of them, he ſhall geue readilye agayne 
new licences to them whom he ſhall finde able 
to that great office, in reſpecte of their peares, 
doctrine, iudgement, honeſtie of lyfe, modeſtie 
and grauitie:and yet ſo that they firſt ſubſcribe 
to the articles of Chuſtian religion, publiquely 
appꝛoued in the Synode, and that they make 
pꝛomiſe willingly to mayntayne, # defend that 
doctrine, wihch is conteyned in them, as moſt 
agreable to the veritie of Gods woꝛde. 
The Biſhop mult very diligently coſtder what 
maner of men he do admit into hys houſholde; 
fo it chaunceth ſometymes where thys foꝛe⸗ 
ſight is not vſed, that wicked men, # enemyes 
to the true religion, vitious men, and coꝛrupte 
in all their life, yea, and men voyde of grace, be 
admitted. hereby the aduerſarie wyll ſoone 
take occaſion to ſpeake euill. ä 
The Byſhops ſeruaunts ſhall ſo modeſtly x 
owerly apparelthẽſelues, in enery part of their 
garments, that they do not offend their bꝛethꝛẽ 
whom Paule calleth of the houſholde of fapth, 
; The

The Bylhop ſhall lap hys handes on none 
hencefoꝛward, but fuch as haue bene trayned 
vp in good letters, eyther in the vniuerlitie, oꝛ 
ſome other inferioʒ ſchole, oꝛ that doth vnder⸗ 
ſtand the Latine rounge competently , and 
hath bene well erercifed in the holy ſcriptures: 
noꝛ yet on any, except he be ot that lawfull age 
which is appoynted by the ſtatute and lawe: 
no2 except hys lyfe a honeſt behauiour, be com⸗ 
mended by the teſtimony of graue and godly 
men, and ſuch as are well knowne vntothe 
byſhop: noꝛ on any that hath bene bzought vp 
in huſbandꝛie, oꝛ ſome other baſe- and handi⸗ 
craft labour: noz on any,but ſuch as haue ſome 
title (as they call it) whereby he may lyue, if 
by Gods fufferaunce, he becomeblynde,oz fall 
into greuous ſickeneſſe of the bodye, oꝛ into a 
continuall à languiſhing diſeaſe: noꝛ except he 
wyll exerciſe the holy miniſterye wythin hys 
owne dioceſſe: no2 at any other tyme, but whe 
it ſhal chaunce, that ſome place of miniſtration 
is voyde in the ſame Dtoceſle. And he ſhall ad⸗ 
mitte no ſtraunger, noz any that he knoweth 
not, eyther to the pzofitesof any bene ice, o2 to 
eccleſtaſticall miniſterie, except he bꝛyng wyth 
hym that byſhops letters ok commendations, 
which they cal letters dimiſſozies, out of whoſe 
dioceſſe he came. | HPO 
The byſhop ſhall not graunt bnto any man 
the next, oꝛ ſetond, oz thirde aduouſon, (as they 
cal it) ot any pꝛebend ozbenefice belonging vn⸗ 
to him: foz thoſe „ ate farre TI. | 
; All. 0; 
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6 Deanes of the 
doynges and chiiſtian charitie: neytherſhall 
he ratifie and confirme the leaſes of any pꝛo⸗ 
fites oꝛ reuenewes of any parſonage, o2 eccle- 
ſiaſticall benefice, foz terme of many yeares, in 
any Wyle. 

The Biſhop ſhall ſuffer no man to be occu- 
pted in the miniſtration of the Church, which 
calleth hymſelfe by the idle name of a reader, 
not hauing receyued impoſition of handes. 

Euery Archbiſhop and biſhop ſhall haue in 
hys houſe The holy Bible in the largeſt volume, 
as it was lately pꝛinted at London, and alſo 
that full and perfect hiſtoꝛy, which is intituled 
Monumentes of Martyres, aud other ſuch lyke 
bokes, fit foꝛ the ſetting foꝛth of religion. Theſe 
bookes muſt be placed either in the hall, oꝛ in 
the great chamber, that they may ſerue to the 
vſe of their ſeruantes, and of ſtraingers.

whom they call the dignities of the Church, 
ſhall buye the ſame bookes cuery one foꝛ hys 
owne familye, and ſhall lay them in ſome fit 
place,eyther in hall,oz in the chamber. 

The Deane & his pꝛebendaries ſhall peach 
the woꝛde of God diligently, not onely in the 
cathedꝛall Church where they liue, but in other 
churches alſo of the ſame Dioces, and eſpecial- 
lye in the ſame places whence they receine 
yearely reuenewes and pꝛofites. n hich if they 
do not, they ſhall be puniſhed accoꝛding to the 
Difcretion of the Byſhop. | 

- No Deane, no2 Archdeacon, noz Keſiden⸗ 
tarie, noꝛ maſter, noꝛ warden, noꝛ head of any 
colledge, oz cathedꝛall church, neither pꝛelidẽt, 
noꝛ Rectoꝛ, noz any of 5 oꝛder, by dohat name 
ſoeuer they be called, ſhall hereafter weare the 
Grape Amice, oz any other garment which 
hath bene defiled with p line ſuperſtition. But 
euery one of them in their churches ſhal weare 
onely that linnen garment, which is as yet re⸗ 
teined by the Queenes commaundement, and 
alſo hys ſchollers hoode, accoꝛding to euerpe 
mans calling, and degree in ſchole. 
Euerpe Deane ſhalbe reſident in his cathe⸗ 
dꝛall Church, foure tymes a peare at the leaſt. 
And ſhall continue there, by the ſpace of a 
moneth euery tyme (it he may poſſibly) in pꝛea⸗ 
ching the wozd ol God, and keeping good hol⸗ 
pitalitie, except he ſhall be otherwyſe letted 
with weighty, and vꝛgent cauſes. nohich cau⸗ 


ſes he ſhall at euery ſuch tyme, declare vnto his

oꝛdinarie. ohen he is come to the Church, he 
together with hys pzebendartes reſident, ſhall 
foꝛeſee that the ſtatutes of his church, if they be 
not contrary to the wooꝛde of God (as man 
are) and that the ſtatutes of this realme wha 
ſoeuer, concernyng eccleſiaſticalt ozder,and all 
Iniunctions, eyther ſet foxth by the Queenes 
Maieſtie, oꝛ enioyned by the biſhop in hys viſt- 
tation of the ſame Church, be diltgently obſer- 
ued. Moꝛeouer the Deane and Reſidentaries 
ſhall endeuour, as much as lieth in thẽ, that the 
peticanons oz vicares, and other miniſters of 
their Church, (leſt they liue idlely and vnp2oft- 
tably in ſlouthfulnes, and gene themſelues to 
vnlawfull gaming, ) be conſtrayned to the ſtu⸗ 
dye of the doly Striptures, and that euery one 
of them haue the newe teſtament, not onely in 
Latine, but alſo in Engliſh. why 
The Deanes and Reſidentaries ſhall ſee 
that there benoother fozme obſerued in ſing- 
ing, oꝛ ſaping p2aycrs,02 in the adminiſtrati⸗ 
on of the Sacramentes, but onely that which 
is ſette forth, and p2efcribed in the booke of 
Common PÞP2ayers: neyther ſhall they ſuffer a⸗ 
ny ſtraunger to pꝛeach vnto the people, excepte 
the Queenes Maieſtie, oz the Archbyihop of 
the ſame ꝛouinte, oꝛ the Byſhop of the ſame 
Dioces, haue graunted hym ltcence thereunto. 
And if ſuch aP2eacher ſo allowed, eyther by 
the Queenes Maieſtie, oz by the Irchbiſhop oz 
byſhop, ſhall in hys Sermon publiſhe any do⸗ 
ttrine eyther range, wycked, oz hy” - "Ib 
| | . Able 
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able with the woꝛde of God: oz with the Arti⸗ 
cles of our Religion, agreed vpon in the Con- 


uocation houſe (which no doubt are conſonant 


to the Scriptures,) oꝛ with the booke of com- 
mon Pꝛapers: the Deana, oꝛ the Keſidentes, 
ſhall aſſone as may be, geue notice ot the ſame 
to the Byſhop, by theyx letters, ſubſcribed alſo 
with ſome of theyzhandes , which hearde him 
preach : that he may determine on the matter, 
as he ſhall ſee good. 


Archedeacons. 


1X Uery Archedeacon ſhall haue in 
F ys hofiſe , both the other bookes, 
and namely thoſe which are enti⸗ 
r tuled, Monumentes of Martyrs. 

— _Euery Archedeacon whiche 
hath authoꝛitie to viſite , eyther by common 
law, 02 by pꝛeſcription, ſhall viſite his territo⸗ 
ry once euery yeare in his owne perſon: and he 
ſhall not ſubſtitute any to be his Dfictall , but 
ſuch à one as hath bene bꝛought vp in the vni⸗ 
uerſities, and hath ſtudied the ciuill law, and 
is of the full age of xxiiij.yeates, being able not 
onely in learning, but alſo in grauety, and mo⸗ 
deſty to diſcharge that office. 

Arcedeacons andthey:ſubſtitutes (whome 
they call Dfficialles) ſhall call the clergie to ac⸗ 
compt in thepꝛ vilitations, how much enery 
one of them hath p2ofited in the ſtudie of Scri- 


pture, and ſhall geue vnto ſo many of them, as

haue not taken the degree of a maiſter of Arte 
vpon them in the vniuerſitie, ſome parte of the 
new Teſtament to be learned without booke, 
and at the next Synode ſhall compell them to 
make repetition theteot: and they ſhall detecte 
vnto the Biſhop, ſuch as are eyther ſtubburne, 
oz negligent herein. 

When the vilitation is finiſhed, the Arche⸗ 
deacon (hall ſignifie vnto the Biſhop, whome 
he hath founde in euery Deanery, ſo furniſhed 
with learnyng andiudgement, that they may 
be thought woꝛthy to enſtruct the people in ſer⸗ 
mõs, and to rule and gouerne others. Of theſe 
the biſhop may chuſe ſome, whome he wil haue 
rurall Deanes. E 

Archdeacons (hall ſtraightly and ſeuerely pu⸗ 
niſh all offenders, #not winke at their faultes, 
v2 ſuffer any man to eſcape vnpuniſhed, who is 
known to haue offended. 

Archedeacons ſhall haue a ſpeciall care, 
that the monumentes of their actes, and do⸗ 
inges be faythfully and fafely pzeſerued: and 
ſhall once euery peare bꝛing to their biſhop, all 
the oꝛiginall copies of fuch teſtamentes, which 
ſhalbe pꝛoued befoze them the peare befoze;that 
they map be pꝛeſerued by the biſhops Re⸗ 
giſter. They ſhall wꝛite out te 
copies ofthe ſame Teſta⸗ 
mentes to their own 
vle; if they 
pl will,

8 q Very Chauncelloz, Conmitary: and 
AA officiall,thalbe learned in the eccleſt- 
Naſticall aud ciuil lawes, and ſuch one 

— > Jas is twenty and ſire peres olde, and 
hath taken ſome degree in the ſcholes foz lear- 
nings ſake , and is reaſonably well pꝛactiſed 
in courſe of law, touching whole lyfeand ma⸗ 
ners, no euill repozte be heard. Beſides, euery 
one of theſe either ſhall be in the miniſterie, oz if 
he be not, vet ſhall he be well affected, and zea⸗ 
louſly bent toward religion, and ſuch he ſhall 
openly and freely ſhew himſelfe, and befoze he 
enter his office, he ſhall take an othe ofthe au⸗ 
thoꝛitie and ſupꝛemacy of the Pꝛince, and alſo 
ſhall ſubſcribe to the articles ot religion allow⸗ 
ed in the conuocation ok biſhops. 

None oktheſe, neyther Chauncelloz, Coms 
miſſary,no2 Officiall ſhal pꝛoceede tn examina⸗ 
tion of matters vnto the ſentence of excommu- 
nication,but onely in cauſes of inſtances. 
matters ofcoꝛrection, they ſhall doe all other 


things which lawfully they may and are wont 


to be done. 

But the ſentence of ercommunication they 
ſhall leaue onely to the Biſhoppe, which either 
he himſelfe ſhall pꝛonounce, oꝛ ſhall commit the 
pꝛonouncing therof to ſome graue man, which 
is in the miniſterie. After that he hath geuen 
ſentence, he ſhall alſo adde, foꝛ a warning and 
terroz to the people, a certaine o2der of woꝛdes 

Fes B. ij. which 
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which after ſhalbe ſhewed : and alſo ſhall cauſe 
ſome like inſtrument, which ſhall be vled inſig- 
nifping the exrcommunication to the people to 
be wutten out, and ſent to euery miniſter in 
theyz churches, that they may haue it in readi⸗ 
nes to occuppe, tk neede require. But the pe⸗ 
 naunceentoyned, neyther Chauncelloz, Frch- 
deacon,Officiall,noz Commiſlarye. ſhall alter. 
That authoutie foz many waightie cauſes, is 
reſerued onely to the Byſhop, o2 if he ſhall ap- 
poynt any other , by ſpectall commaundement 
fo that purpoſe. 

No eccleſiaſticall Judge, of what place, oꝛ 
degree ſoeuer he be, ſhall abſolue any that is ex⸗ 
communicated , at his owne houle , oz other- 
wile in pꝛiuate houſes, but onely openly , and 
in the conliſtoꝛp, 6 

Chauncellozs, Officialles , Commiſſaries, 
ſhall do thepꝛ endeuour , that all others which 
are vnder they? turiſdiction,do theyꝛ duty. E- 
ſpetiallp, that arſons, Micars, and Miniſters 
of churches map paynfully be occupped in the 
ſcriptures: that they pꝛouide them bookes fitte 
foz they: degree and p2ofeſſion,that whoſoeuer 
hath not pꝛoceeded maiſter of arte, buy fozhim 
ſelfe two bookes of the new Teſtamente, the 
one tranſlated in Latine, the other in Engliſh, 
that euery one of them learne without booke, 
that taſke of Scriptures , whiche is enioyned 
him, either by y oꝛdinary eccleſiaſticall Judge, 
oꝛ by ſome other, whom foꝛ his truſt and payn⸗ 
fulnes the Biſhop wyll rather chule — they

obſerue the oꝛders, and rytes pꝛeſcribed in 
the booke of common papers, as well in rea⸗ 


ding the holy ſcripture, and ſaying of pzayers, 


as in admiſtration of the ſacraments:thatthey 


neyther diminiſh , no2 adde any thing, neyther 


of the matter,no2 of the manner: that they be- 
haue them ſelues honeſtly, and goe modeſtly 
and comely in ſober apparell appoynted in the 
booke of aduertiſementes : that if they haue a 
family,and haue no wife, they keepe no other 
woman at their boule, but either their mother, 
ſiſter, oꝛ neece by bꝛother oꝛ ſiſter: but if they 
liue vnmarped, and haue no wines, let them 
not booꝛde in any tauerne , oꝛ alehouſe , but in 
ſome honeſt houſe in the ſame pariſhe, where 
they may liue without ſulpition:that they play 
not at dice, cardes, oꝛ other bnlawfull games: 

that they vſe their bow and ſhaftes onely, and 
that to refreſhe thepꝛ mindes, modeſtly, and in 


due time that they be not let from doing their 


dutie, oꝛ ſtudie of the holy ſcripture. 

They ſhall take heed allo , that no Parſon, 
Vicar, oꝛ Curate, ſerue any Where, eyther in 
chappelt , oꝛ other place of pꝛayer, oꝛ ſap com⸗ 
mon ſeruice in any pꝛiuate mans houſe , except 
the Biſhop graunt him licence by hys owne in- 
ſtrument and ſubſcription othis hand: and that 


no Parſon, Utcar, oz Curate, ſerue any moze 
t̃hen one church oꝛ chappeltt in one day. 


Enery miniſter of the church, bekoꝛe he en- 
ter that holy function, ſhall ſubſcribe to all ar- 
ticles of chuttian religion, which were agreed 

B. iii. vpon 
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vpon in the conuocation, and whereſoeuer the 
Biſhop ſhall commaunde , ſhall declare hys 
conſcience to thepeople , what he thinketh of 
thoſe articles, and the whole Doctrine . And he 
being once admitted into the holy miniſterp, 
ſhall from thencefooꝛth neuer departe from it, 
noz ſhall vſe himſelfe as alaye man, eyther in 
apparell, o2 in any part ok his life. 

Euery Parſon,Uicar,o2 Curate ſhall years 
lye befoze twenty dayes after Eaſter, exhibite 
to the Biſhop, oꝛ to his Chaũcelloꝛ oꝛ Commiſ⸗ 
ſary, the names and ſurnames of hys pariſhto- 
ners, as well men, as women, (of thoſe J ſay) 
which being fourtene yeares of age, come not 
to the holy Communion (as by the ſtatutes and 
eccleſiaſticall lawes of this Realme , they are 


bound) a ſuch as refuſe to be examined by the 


miniſter ofthe church, in learning the Cates 
chiſme , and articles of chꝛiſtian religion, and 
what parentes o2 maiſters thincke ſcoꝛne to 
ſcnde theyꝛ childꝛen oꝛ ſeruauntes to churche, 
at the times appoynted, to heare and learne 
the ſame Catechifme. They ſhall ſuffer none to 
vndertake foꝛ an Inkante at Baptilme, except 


he haue receiued the Communion , and haue 


bene partaker of the holy miſteries, and he ſhal 
admit none to the partaking ofthe ſacramets, 
which hath not learned the Catechilme, and 
articles of the fayth. 1 

Euery ſonday and holiday, the parſons, vi⸗ 
cars, and curates, ſhall come to the churche ſo 
timelp, and conueniently in due * the 

pariſh.⸗

pariſhioners hauing done their buſines, may 
come thether w their childzen a ſeruantes. And 
there they ſhal reuerently, (as it is fit) a god⸗ 
ly ſay oz ſing the holy ſeruice, ſo plainly, ſo ma⸗ 
mkeſtly, x diſtinctly, that the people may heare 
# vnderſtand, what is ſayd oz ſong,x therof re- 
ceaue comfoꝛte and commoditie. The lyke res 
ucrence and godlynes they ſhall obſerne in ce⸗ 
lebzatyng the moſt holy Sacramentes, fo that 
they turne not to ſuperſtition, oꝛ woꝛſhippyng, 
o2 Jdolatrie , But it that in tyme of the holy 
Communion there ſhalbe no ſermon, they ſhall 
on the booke in the pulpit read lome one, oꝛ o⸗ 

ther of thoſe homelies, which we haue to that 
end ſet fooꝛth befoze. In the meane tyme they 
ſhall exhoꝛte the people, to come diligently to 


Church, that they attentiuely heare that which 


is read and ſayd, and that all the tyme there- 
of, they vie themſelues reuerently and modeſt⸗ 
ly: and leaſt the godly may be offended tho- 
rough wantonnes and lightnes, voyde of reli⸗ 
gion, they ſhall take heede that young men, 
eſpecially tontrepmen, (whole nature is moze 
pzꝛone to the contempt ok godlines, and to diſoꝛ⸗ 
der) neyther ring belles, nepther walke in the 

churches, noꝛ haue idle taltze together, noz by 
laughing, oꝛ noyſe, oꝛ vnhoneſt ieſting, epther 
let the miniſter, oꝛ offend the people. 
They ſhall admoniſh the people to come oftner 
to þ holy Cõmunion, ⁊ that befoꝛe, they pꝛepare 
themſelues wa perfect minde, as it is fit. And 
that all may — what duty they owe 


e — 
— 
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to God: what dutie to the Pzince whome they 
ought to loue reuerente as the vicar of God: 
what they owe to the lawes, what to the ma⸗ 
giſtrates, what to their brethzen , what to the 
- people of God: they ſhall be ready in the church 
ſtaight after noone,cuery ſonday and holydapy, 
ct there at the leaſt, they ſhall read two houres, 
and teach the catechiſme , and therein ſhall in- 
ſtruct all they: flocke of what age oꝛ degree ſo⸗ 
euer, not onely maydens and child2en, but alſo 
the elder , if neede be. But eſpettally they ſhall 
warne young folkes, not onely men, but alſo 
women, that it is pꝛouided by the lawes, that 
none of them may either receiue the holy com⸗ 
munion, oꝛ be maried, oꝛ vndertake fo a childe 
in baptilme, except befo2e, they haue learned 
the pꝛinciples of Chꝛiſten religion, and can fit- 
ly and aptly aunſwere to all the partes of the 
Catechiſme. 
But if the parſons, vicars, oꝛ curates, either 
can not pꝛeache, oꝛ haue not receiued licence to 
pꝛeach ol the Biſhop, yet they ſhall teach chil⸗ 
dren to read, to wꝛite, and know their duty tos 
ward God, toward they: parentes, and all o⸗ 
thers: and if they perceiue any of them to be of 
that diſpoſition, that by teaching and inſtruc- 
tion, they may attayne to the knowledge of 
learning, they ſhall counſell theyz parentes, to 
ſet them to ſchole, that being endewed wyth 
learning, they may one day become fit foꝛthe 
holy miniſtery of the mighty God: but whome 
they percciue to be duller, and ne to 
car ⸗ 


learnyng , to ſee them ſet to ſome other ſcience, 
oꝛ to huſbandue. 

They ſhall alſo warne their pariſhioners, 
that foꝛ great and weightie cauſes it was ap⸗ 
pointed in the cõuocation by the Reuerend fa⸗ 


ther in God, Matthew Archbyſhop of Canter⸗ 


burie, and the other biſhops, that childzen mary 
not, without conſent of the parentes, and that 
no young man hath power in hym ſelle to con⸗ 
tract mariage, befoꝛe he be rvj . peares of age, 
and no mapde befoze ſhe be xiiij.peares old. 


Churchewardens and 
ſyde men. 


Daurchewardens acco2dyng to the cu⸗ 

tome of euery pariſhe, ſhalbe choſen by 
P=4) the conſcnt of they: pariſhioners, and 
theyꝛ miniſter : otherwiſe they ſhall not be 
churchewardens: neither ſhall they continew 
any lenger then one.yeare in that office, except 
perhaps they be choſen againe. And all churcy- 


wardens once euerp yeare ſhal geue vp iuſt ac⸗ 
tounte of ſuch money, as they haue receaued: 


and allo particularly ſhall ſhewe, what coſte 
they haue beſtowed in reparations, and koz 
the ble of the churche . Laſt of all goyng out of 
their offices, they ſhall truly deliuer vp to the 
pariſhioners, what ſoeuer money, oz other ec⸗ 
cleſiaſticall thinges ſhall remayne, a be in their 
handes, that it may be redeliuered by them to 
the next churchwardens.

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The Churchewardens ſhall ſee, that the 
churches be diligently and well repayzed, with 
lead, tyle, lyme, and glaſſe, that neyther the mi- 
niſter, noꝛ the people, either in the holy miniſte⸗ 
rie and woꝛchippyng of God , oz in celebzatyng 
the heauenly miſteries, oꝛ in receauing and hea⸗ 
ring the Commumion, be troubled wyth tem- 
peſtuous weather. But elpectally they fhall 
looke vnto,that in euery meting of the cangre- 
gation peace be well kept: and in all vilitati⸗ 
ons of byſhops and archdeacons, they ſhall tru⸗ 
ly and perſonally pꝛelente, and name all thoſe, 
which rudely behaue themſelues in the church, 
02 whiche by vntymely rynging of belles, by 
walkyng, by talking , 02 noyſe, ſhall let the mt- 
niſter 02 pꝛeacher. 4 8 
Churchwardens ſhall ſee, that the churches 
be kept cleane ⁊ reuerently, v they be not loth- 
ſome to any, either by duſt, ſande, oꝛ any filthy: 
nes. They ſhall alſo ſee, that the holy Bibles be 
in euery church in the largeſt volume (if it may 
tonueniently be) ſuch as were lately impꝛinted 
at London:that the booke of common pꝛapers, 
that the holy homelies, and the homelies which 
lately were wꝛitten againſt rebelliõ, be in euerp 
church. It is meete that theſe bookes be whole 
and cleane,not toꝛne o2 foule in any wile, leſt it 
bzeede irckſomnes oz contempte amongeſt the 
people. They ſhall ſee, there be a fayze topned 
table, which may ſerue fo2 the adminiſtration 
of the holy Communion, and a cleane clothe to 
coner it: a conuenient pulpit , whence he hea- 
uenly 


- 
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nenly doctrine may be taught. Moꝛeouer they 
ſhall ſee, that all roodloftes,in which woodden 
croſſes ſtood, ⁊ all other reliques ofſuperſtition 
be cleane taken away, p the walles ofthe chur⸗ 
ches be new whited , and decked with choſen 
ſentences ofthe holy Scripture , thatby the 
reading and warning thereof, the people may 
be moued to godlines. Laſt of all they ſhall ſee, 
that in euery church there be a holy founte, not 
a baſen, wherein Baptiſme may be miniſtred, 
and it be kept comely and cleane. 
They ſhall alſo warn tauerners, alehouſeke⸗ 
pers d bictualers, which ſel meat oz dꝛinke, that 
they receiue none into their tauern oz alehoule, 
all y time, wherin either is pꝛeaching, oꝛ cõmon 
ſeruice. It any do contrarp, vpon contempte oꝛ 
ſtubbernes, they ſhall pꝛeſent both him, a them 
whome he receaued, by name in the next viſt- 
tation. It any offend they: bꝛethꝛen, eyther by 
' manifeſt adultery , oꝛ whozedome, oz inceſt, oz 
dzunkennes, 02 much ſwearing, oz baudzy, oz 
bſurie,02 any other vnclennes and wickednes 
of lite, let the churchwardens warne them bꝛo⸗ 
therly and freendly, to amende. which except 
they do, they ſhall by name ſhewe them to the 
parſon, vicar, oꝛ curate, that they may be war⸗ 
ned moze ſharply and vehemently of them: and 
if they continue ſo ſtill, let them be dꝛiuen from 
the holy Communton, till they be rcfozmed: 
And that all which liue vnchaſtly and looſely, 
be puniſhed by the ſeueritie ofthe lawes, ac⸗ 
co2ding to their deſertes 2 ſame Church⸗ 
a ij. war: 
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wardens ſhall pꝛeſent thoſe adulterers, whoꝛe⸗ 
mongers , inceſtuous dꝛunkardes, ſwearers, 
baudeg, and vſurers in the Biſhops, and Arch⸗ 
Deacons viſitations. 
Churchwardens ſhall ſuffer no feaſts,ban- 
kets,ſuppers,02 common dꝛinkings to be kept, 
in the church, neyther the belles to be rong ſu⸗ 
— ——j—— in 5 feaſt of all ſoules, oꝛ the 
day after all ſaintes ( which day not long ſince 
was kept holy foꝛ the ſoules of the dead) nep- 
ther at any timeat all, whereas the cuſtome of 
ringing ſhall ſeeme to encline to ſuperſtition. 
They ſhalliſuffer ringing onely at thoſe times, 
which are appoynted in the booke of aduertile⸗ 
mentes, and to that onely vſe, and after that 
onely oꝛder. | 
It ſhall not be lawfull to keepe fapꝛes, and 
common markets vpon the ſonday: neyther on 
that day to put to death, and openly puniſh of- 
fenders cõdemned by the ſentence of b Judge. 
They ſhall not ſuffer, that any of thele light 
wanderers! in markettes, and pelting ſellers, 
which carry about, and ſeil pinnes, points, and 
other ſmall trifles, whome they call pedlars, to 
ſet out thep2 wares to ſale, either in the church⸗ 
peardes, oꝛ in the pozches of churches, oꝛ any 
where els, on holidayes oz ſondayes, whileſt a⸗ 
ny part of the holy miniſtery is in doing, oꝛ any 
ſermon is pꝛeached, neither that beggars , 02 
bagabondes,which haue no certain dwelling, 
abide eyther in the churchyearde , oz in the 
_ poꝛch, all the time of ſeruice, 02 pꝛea⸗ 


ching 
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ching: but ſhall commaunde them, either to 
come in, oꝛ to depart. | 
They ſhall alſo ſearch , and diligently en⸗ 
quire , if any of the pariſhioners eyther come 
not at all to church, oꝛ come later oꝛ flower at þ 
times appointed by the lawes: and whom they 
ſhall finde ſo to offende, they ſhall puniſh them, 
acco2dingto the appointing ofthe lawe. They 


hall marke whether al a euery of the pariſhio- 


ners come ſo often eueryyearetotheholy com- 
mumon,as the lawes a ſtatutes do cõmaund: 
and whether any ſtraingers from other parts 
ſhes, come moꝛe often and commonly to their 
church, and ſhall ſhew their curate of them, leſt 
perhaps he admit them to the Loꝛdes table a⸗ 
mongſt others, but ſhall ſende them rather to 
their owne curates. N00 

They ſhall reteiue no parſon, noꝛ vicar, to 
the miniſtery of thep2 church, but whome the 
Biſhop ſhall allow dy his inſtitution, and by 
hys mandate ſhall put in poſſeſſion of that 
church . They ſhall receyue no curate, but him 
that by the letters, and ſeale of the Biſhop, is 
ſpectally appointed foꝛ that church. But if the 
Parſon, Uicar, 92 Curate , behaue himſelfe o⸗ 
therwiſe in his miniſtery , oz that he read ill, 
darckly, and contuſedly, oz that he line moze 


loſely and licentioufly then is fitte foz a man of 


that calling, and therby great offence be taken: 
the churchwardens ſhall ſpedely pꝛeſent him to 
the Biſhop, that by and by he may be puniſhed, 
and amendment of his fault may follow.

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Ind that the Biſhop may vnderſtande, 

what ſermons are made in euery church of his 
dioces: the churchwardens ſhall ſee , that the 
names of all pꝛeachers, whiche come to them 
from any other place, be noted in a boke, which 
they ſhall haue ready foꝛ that purpoſe,and that 
euery pꝛeacher ſubſeribe his name in that boke, 
and the name of the Biſhop , of whome he had 
licence to pꝛeach. 
Laſt ot all, the churchwardens ſhall ſee, 
that all thinges be diligently obſerued , which 
pertayneto they? offices , and that are contay- 
ned in the Queenes iniunctions, and the boke 
of aduertifementes , and that hail be ſet fooꝛth 
by the Archbiſhop oꝛ Biſhop in euery their viſt- 
tations,fozthe vie ofthe. churches . But if any 
do raple vpon them, oz goe to law with them, 
fo2 doing theyꝛ dutie, and detecting ok offen⸗ 
ders, that Alſo. they ſhall pꝛeſente vnto the Bi⸗ 
ſhop, that by his meanes and trauaill they may 
mode eaſely be deliuered from that trouble.

Preachers halt behaue them ſelues 
modeſtly and ſoberly in all their life. 

But chiefly they ſhall take heede, that they 
teach nothing in their pꝛeaching, which they 
would haue the people religioukly to obſerue, 
and beleue, dut that which is agreeable to the 
doctrine of the olde Teſtament, oꝛ the newe, 
and that which the catholike fathers,and aun- 
cient Biſhops haue gathered out of that do- 
ctrine. And becauſe thoſe articles of Chyiſtian 
religion, agreed vpon bythe Biſhoppes, in the 
lawfull , and godly conuocation, and by the 
commaundement; and authoꝛitie of our noble 
pꝛinceſſe Eltzabeth aſſembled and holden, vn⸗ 
Doubtedty are gathered out ofthe holy bookes 
ofthe olde, and newe Teſtamente, and in all 
pointes agree with the heauenly doctrine con⸗ 
tayned in them: becaule alſo the booke of com⸗ 
mon pꝛapers, and the booke of the conſecration 
of Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Miniſters and Dea⸗ 
tons toutaine nothing repugnant to the ſame 
doctrine , whoſoeuer ſhall be ſent to teach the 
peopie, hall not onely in theyz preaching, but 
Alſo by ſubſcription confirm the authoutie;and 
truth of thoſe articles. Hethat doth otherwiſe, 
oꝛ troubleth the peopic with contrary doctrine 
ſhall be excommunicated. 

In pꝛeaching they ſhall weare & very mo- 
dell and graue * map = ict 
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and ſet fooꝛth the miniſter of God, and ſuch ag 


is ptefcribed inthe booke of aduertiſementes. 


They ſhall require no money oz rewarde foz 
theyꝛ pꝛeaching, but ſhall be content with meat 


and dꝛincke, and playne ptouiſion , and one 


nightes lodging. 

They ſhall teach no vayne, and olde wiues 
opinios, no hereſies, noꝛ popiſh errozs,difagree- 
ing fromthe doctrine and fayth of Chꝛiſt: ney⸗ 
ther any thing at all, whereby the rude people 
may be ſtirred vp tothe deſire of nonelties, oz 
contention. But they ſhall alwayes teach that, 
which may make foꝛ edifying , and may vnite 
the hearers in Chꝛiſtian peace and loue.

And here we except, (foz honours 
ſake) the Loꝛdes of the Parliament: but the 
Biſhop ſhall allow no Scholemaiſter, noz ac⸗ 
tompt him woꝛthy of þ office;but whom he ſhal 
finde in his iudgement to be learned, and wor- 
thy of that place, and whome he ſhall ſee com⸗ 
mended by the teſtimonie of godly men, tou⸗ 
ching his life and manners , and eſpecially hys 
religion. 
Scholemaiſters ſhall teach no Grammer, 
but onelpthat, which the Queenes Maieſtie 
hath commaunded to be read in all Scholes,

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fozth, in the yeare. 1570: The which alſo, that 
is tranſlated into Engliſh, we wil haue taught 
vnto childꝛen, that are ignoꝛaunt ofthe Latin 
toung. | 
Ill othcr bookes they ſhall teach , whereby 
the fulnes and fynenes of the Latin Greeke 
toung map be learned; thoſe eſpecially, which 
pꝛofite to the knowledge of Chꝛiſt and godlys 
nes. And once euery peare they ſhall ſignifie to 
the Byſhop, what choſen ſcholers they haue of 
all they number, whiche are of that aptenes, 
ſo foꝛward in learnyng, that there may be good 
hope they will become fitte; either foz the com- 


mon wealth, oꝛ fozthe holy miniſterie. By this 


hope the parẽtes beyng allured, will moze wil⸗ 
lyngly kepe them at ſchole. 

But chielly they ſhall ſo oꝛder and frame the 
tounges of childzen, that they may pꝛonounte 
openly, playnly and diſtinctly.
